I T has been decided to continue the ANNUAL LIBRARY INDEX, to- 
include in the 1908 volume most of the important periodicals covered 
by the five-yearly Poole’s Index, adding about forty to the list indexed 
for 1907, and to publish this as early in 1909 as the editorial work and 
printing can be completed. This will include a large number of periodicals 
not indexed in any other publication, and should be of value not only in 
libraries which take most of the periodicals indexed, but also to smaller 
libraries which take only a few of the periodicals but are enabled by this 
Index to point readers to other sources of information on specified subjects. 

The edition will be limited, and it is desirable to know in advance the 
probable number of subscribers. In view of the cost of such bibliographical 
enterprises and the large increase in the ground covered this year, the price 
will be $5.00 for the complete bound volume. It should be noted that this 
is a much lower price actually as well as relatively than that for other 
Indexes. 

The volume will include, in addition to the practical index, the usual 
features of the index to general literature (i. e ., of composite books issued in 
1908), the list of bibliographies; the necrology of authors; the index to- 
current events, which has been one of the most practical and valuable 
features of the Annual Library Index for some years past, providing as it 
does, an index to any daily newspaper; and a new up-to-date Directory of 
Public Libraries.

NOTES IN SEASON. 

Small, Maynard & Co. will publish early 
next year a life of Abraham Lincoln, by 
Brand Whitelock, Mayor of Toledo, and lit¬ 
erary executor of Sam Jones. Mr. White- 
lock, although he is of a generation too young 
to have any personal knowledge of Lincoln, 
has long been a close student of his life and 
character and possesses a somewhat remark¬ 
able collection of Lincoln literature. 

Doubleday, Page & Co. will bring out on 
January 15 Thomas Dixon’s new novel en¬ 
titled “Comrades,” whose main theme is So¬ 


cialism and is somewhat away from Mr. 
Dixon’s usual style of narrative. The scene 
of the book is laid in California. The hero 
of the book is a young, athletic son of a multi¬ 
millionaire who goes to a meeting of Social¬ 
ists, merely as an evening’s adventure, and 
becomes so impressed with what he hears and 
secs that he finally becomes a “comrade.” 
The book is strongly anti-Socialistic in its 
tendencies. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons will bring out in 
January the second part of the third volume 
of J. J. Jusserand’s “A Literary History of 
the English People,” dealing with the subject 
from the Renaissance to the Civil War;” 
“Bartholomew de Las Casas, his life, his 
apostolate and his writings,” by Francis Au¬ 
gustus MacNutt, a comprehensive biography 
of the famous sixteenth century historian of 
early Spanish-America, the devoted mission¬ 
ary, and the defender of the Indians who 
fared so ill at the hands of their Christian 
conquerors; the work on “Beverages, Past 
and Present,” which was to have been pub¬ 
lished this month; also, the third volume of 
“The Cambridge History of English Litera¬ 
ture,” edited by Dr. A. W. Ward, which 
deals with the Renaissance and Reformation 
periods. 

The Baker & Taylor Company will pub¬ 
lish on January 15 three new novels, one en¬ 
titled “Open House,” a story of New York, 
by Juliet Wilbur Tompkins, author of “Dr. 
Ellen;” the other, “The Explorer,” a roman¬ 
tic story, by William Somerset Maugham, 
author of “Lady Frederick,” etc., that will 
recall Mason’s “Four Feathers.” The third 
story is “Banzai,” by “Parabellum,” a 
translation of the story which in Germany 
and on the Continent has created to great a 
stir that upwards of 300,000 copies have been 
called for in less than a year. “Banzai” is 
a graphic and intensely interesting account 
of the great Avar between America and Japan 
in 1909, written by a German official of high 
rank, and a long resident in this country. Its 
showing of the conditions in our army and 
navy is at once amazing and significant. It is 
reasonable to assume that its publication will 
create much discussion, and whatever may be 
thought of its value as a political document, 
it certainly will hold the attention of the 
reader as a piece of fiction. In its grim and 
vigorous interpretation of the terrors of mod¬ 
ern warfare under its new conditions, it will 
recall “The Red Badge of Courage.” They 
expect also to publish next month an impor¬ 
tant work on “Medieval Architecture, its ori¬ 
gin and development,” by Arthur Kingsley 
Porter, with lists of monuments and bibliog¬ 
raphies. The first two volumes deal with the 
history of the origins of the Gothic architec¬ 
ture and its development in Normandy and 
the lie de France, and are sold as a set. 
There will also be a third volume which will 
be sold separately, and will treat of the 
Saxon, Norman, Early English, Geometric, 
Flowing and Perpendicular styles of English 
architecture. This volume is in active prep- 
paration, and its publication will be an¬ 
nounced later.

By a careful 
study of the book the mechanic will become a more 
expert craftsman, and at the same time learn the 
art of cutting up metal economically. The book, 
too, will serve as a work of reference for works 
managers and draughtsmen, and will lead to the 
mere extended use of sheet metal in aiding the pres¬ 
ent “new art” tendency to evolve newer shapes of 
articles for household and general use.

It does not, 
therefore, include such poets as Tennyson, Browning, 
Rossetti and Arnold, (born under George iv.,) who 
formed, by the growth of a new temper in their 
work, from 1840 onwards, the Victorian school.

THE END OF THE YEAR. 

Christmas has come and gone and the end 
of the year is at hand. It has been a surpris¬ 
ingly good year in the booktrade. After the 
crisis of 1907 the trade had a better holiday 
season than most trades, and it scarcely felt 
the effect of the depression seriously until the 
spring or early summer of the present year. 
Experience again seemed to show, as we have 
often argued, that the booktrade is in the 
happy position of having goods to sell which 
are in the borderland between luxuries and 
necessities, so that in good times poorer peo¬ 
ple buy more of them and in hard times 
richer people buy books instead of more cost¬ 
ly luxuries. This year the trade did not 
suffer because attention was diverted from 
books by a presidential campaign of great 
ardor, for the campaign was rather listless 
until close to the very end. But -there was a 
prevailing fear that business interests, and 
particularly the large employing corporations, 
might suffer in case of the election of one of 
the leading candidates, and this fear made 
itself manifest in the booktrade as well as 
elsewhere. In the late fall and early winter 
travellers found that they had to take an un¬ 
usual proportion of hold-over orders, which 
were not to be released until after election. As 
soon as the election had passed these orders 
were released, and the re-orders during the 
last part of the year have been unexpectedly 
many and large. In fact, the hesitancy of 


booksellers to order and of publishers to make 
books much beyond their orders resulted at 
the close of the year in something like a book 
famine on several of the more popular books, 
so that the supply fell short of the demand. 
This has been briefly the history of the year 
from the point of view of the publishers. 

Bookselling from the retail point of view 
became dull enough in the third quarter of 
the year, after a half year which had been 
fairly good. After the election, industries be¬ 
gan to take heart again, and the number of 
unemployed was gradually lessened. There 
are still numbers of unemployed, less than a 
year ago, but more than two years ago. But 
many thousands who were out of work have 
again been working for a few months, and 
some of these have been added to the ranks 
of bookbuyers. The farmers all over the 
country have been prosperous throughout and 
the crops have proved phenomenally large, to 
a total of nearly eight billions of dollars. This, 
and the passing of the presidential shadow, 
have favorably influenced money centres 
stocks have been booming again, and the- 
richer classes have again begun to feel rich. 
The result is that the book stores in New York 
and the other large centres of the country 
have been thronged this year as perhaps: 
never before. And though we have not yet 
heard definitely from the trade in the smaller 
centres, it is probable that this will prove to 
be the general experience. The sale of big 
sellers, and of fiction in general, has waned 
somewhat, but this has not been to the dis¬ 
advantage of the bookseller. As a total re¬ 
sult, it is expected that retailers as well as 
publishers will close the books of 1908 with a 
substantial balance on the credit side. There 
have been surprisingly few failures of any 
importance during the year, and there are not 
likely to be others as the result of the year’s 
business. Also, trade reform is rather 
strengthened than weakened as the final re¬ 
sult of legal controversies and decision, de¬ 
spite the setback some months ago. 

All this makes the outlook for 1909 un¬ 
usually good. We believe we may congratu¬ 
late the booktrade in advance on a happy 
New Year. 


The Congress adjourned on Saturday, De¬ 
cember 20, to resume work January 4, 1909, 
without report of the copyright bill to the 
Senate or the House, or to the full Com¬ 
mittee on Patents. It is still in the hands of 
the sub-committee, but this has been vigor¬ 
ously at work, and it hopes to present the 
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completed revision of the draft to the full 
Joint Committee soon after the reopening, so 
that the bill may be before both houses with¬ 
in January. There remains only the short 
month of February and the few days of 
March for the discussion and passage of the 
bill, and there is reason to fear that it will be 
pushed aside by other legislation. But the 
bill has been well thrashed out in the com¬ 
mittee hearings, and it is to be hoped that 
history may repeat itself, and that just as the 
act of 1891 became law on the very last day 
of the session, so the new act may become 
law on or before March 4, 1909, and be signed 
by the author-pen of Theodore Roosevelt. 


The decision of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, Second Circuit, and the 
opinion written by Judge Lacombe in the case 
of Charles F. Chamberlayne vs. The American 
Law Book Company, does not, as might be 
mistakenly thought, justify a publisher in 
making the author responsible for what he has 
not written, but practically holds as a question 
of fact that this was not done in the case at 
bar. In our issue of April 18, 1908, the testi¬ 
mony in this case was fully summarized. 
Many publishers, editors and authors testified 
in defence of an author’s right to have his 
manuscript printed as he had written it, with 
possible exceptions of shortening the article 
in view of the necessities peculiar to publish¬ 
ing periodicals, or of correcting evident mis¬ 
takes. The defendants showed, however, that 
Mr. Chamberlayne’s contribution to their en¬ 
cyclopedia was a summary of fact, and that 
he was not given as the sole author, so that 
the issue was not one covering the ques¬ 
tions on which these gentlemen gave their 
testimony. It is an unwritten law r in the busi¬ 
ness of publishing that an author should not 
be held responsible for opinions other than 
his own; but, on the other hand, especially in 
an encyclopedic work, there may be reasonable 
ground, especially in the case of joint author¬ 
ship, for making modifications. We give 
elsewhere the gist of the opinion which will 
be read with interest. 


Those of our readers who came through 
the year with their prospects of prosperity 
amply fulfilled we wish for them a contin¬ 
uance of the same; to those whose fortune 
was not what it might have been we sincerely 
hope and trust that the New Year will give 
to them all that they might have wished for 
in the past. 


THE RIGHT TO AMEND AUTHOR’S 
MANUSCRIPT. 

In the suit of The American Law Book 
Company, plaintiff in error, vs. Charles F. 
Chamberlayne, defendant in error, Judge La¬ 
combe, sitting with Judges Coxe and Ward 
in the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals, Second 
Circuit, New York, found for the American 
Law Book Company, reversing the judgment 
of Judge Chatfield, of the U. S. District 
Court, E. D., Brooklyn, N. Y., who, in April 
last, concluded that the American Law Book 
Company should pay Chamberlayne the sum 
of $2500 and costs for alleged changes made 
in an article contributed by Chamberlayne to 
the “Cyclopedia of Law and Procedure,” pub¬ 
lished by the American Law Book Company. 

In reviewing the judgment of the lower 
court Judge Lacombe finds that Chamberlayne 
agreed to furnish to the American Law Book 
Company an article to be published in their 
cyclopedia under certain conditions: (1) The 
article if accepted by the company might be 
published in the cyclopedia in the name of 
Mr. Chamberlayne; (2) the company was to 
become the sole owner of the copyright of the 
article, Chamberlayne reserving the right to 
make use of the material and memoranda col¬ 
lected and used by him in preparing the ar¬ 
ticle, etc., provided such use did not in any 
manner infringe or interfere with the copy¬ 
right of the article “Evidence” prepared by 
Chamberlayne for the company; (3) Cham¬ 
berlayne agreed that the article was to con¬ 
stitute when printed as nearly as practicable 
not more than 1000 pages; that the article 
when delivered was to be finished by the 
printer and be a piece of good professional 
work; that the article was to be completed on 
January 1, 1904, and that in case of failure so 
to deliver it the damage should be fixed at 
$5 a day for every day it should remain un¬ 
finished and undelivered. The company re¬ 
served to itself the right to reject the article 
or any part of it provided it did not, in its 
opinion, come up to the proper standard, and 
in case the article or part of it were rejected 
it was mutually agreed that Mr. Chamber¬ 
layne should receive no compensation for the 
article, or part thereof; and if in the opinion 
of the company alterations or changes were 
found necessary to make the article conform 
in substance, style or form to the required 
standard, and it was deemed expedient to 
have the necessary alterations made in the 
home office of the company, the lowest actual 
cost of making the alterations or changes 
was to be deducted from the amount which 
otherwise would be due to. Mr. Chamberlayne. 

The company agreed to pay Mr. Chamber¬ 
layne for the article prepared in conformity 
with these conditions $5000, subject to certain 
deductions for clerical or editorial assistance 
as might be mutually agreed upon. The com¬ 
pany also agreed that all memoranda of cases 
and other material used or designed for the 
writing of the article by or for Mr. Chamber¬ 
layne should remain at all times his property, 
hut that this material should not be removed 
from the company’s possession and that it 
should have a lien on the material to secure 
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the company against loss in the event of 
Chamberlayne’s death or permanent disabil¬ 
ity prior to completion of the article. 

The article was not completed by January 1, 
1904, but neither party to the contract at that 
or any other time attempted to rescind it be¬ 
cause of alleged breach by the other. The 
time was extended until February 27, 1905. 
In order to complete the article in time the 
company employed four other persons to help 
Chamberlayne to complete the article, the first 
ten sections of which, with certain incidental 
■changes and additions made by other persons, 
appeared in volume 16 of the cyclopedia, en¬ 
titled “Evidence, by Charles F. Chamberlayne, 
Charles C. Moore, William Law r rence Clark, 
A. S. H. Bristow, Hiram Thomas and Joseph 
Walker Magrath.” An asterisk calls atten¬ 
tion to a note at the foot of the page, which 
reads: “The author and editor of particular 
sections are indicated in a footnote at the 
■beginning of each section. The entire article 
was revised and edited by Charles C. Moore 
and William Lawrence Clark.” An asterisk 
at the title of each of the ten sections calls 
attention to a note at the foot of the page 
which reads: “By Charles F. Chamberlayne. 
Revised and edited by Wm. Lawrence Clark,” 
(or in some instances “by Wm. Lawrence 
'Clark and Charles C. Moore.”) The remain¬ 
der of the complete article on “Evidence” 
was published in volume 17 of “Cyc,” with 
similar headings and footnotes, except that in 
connection with the last four sections plain¬ 
tiff’s name does not appear, the note giving 
the name of the author who wrote it, c.g., 
“By A. S. H. Bristow, Revised and edited by 
Charles C. Moore and Wm. Lawrence Clark.” 

To quote Judge Lacombe’s decision ver¬ 
batim : “The injury of which [Chamberlayne] 
complains is, as averred in the complaint, that 
the publication has ‘confused [Chamber- 
layne’s] work with that of others, which in 
important particulars differs from [Chamber- 
layne’s] views on those subjects; has ren¬ 
dered the article as a whole, i.e., the whole 
seventeen sections variable, in style, imperfect 
and unsymmetrical in arrangement; and sub¬ 
jects [Chamberlayne] to the unnecessary in¬ 
ference of incompetency to deal adequately 
with the subject as a whole.’ Also that the 
publication ‘so joins the names of persons 
other than [Chamberlayne] as editors and 
revisers ... as to suggest the inference . . . 
that his said article was unfit for publication 
in defendant’s series except upon substantial 
changes and corrections made by persons pre¬ 
viously unknown to the legal profession, in 
connection with the subject “Evidence,” and 
so confuses, blends and intermingles [Cham- 
berlayne’sj work with that of others as to 
prevent him from receiving the public credit 
which would otherwise accrue to him’ Also 
that by omissions of statement and authorities 
which he had written or desired to add to his 
manuscript, the portion published was ren¬ 
dered ‘incomplete, unscientific and inaccurate.’ 

“The cause having been tried without a 
jury, the findings of fact by the court are to 
be given the same force and effect as would 
be given to the verdict of a jury. The trial 
judge found that ‘the uncontradicted evidence 


shows consent by [Chamberlayne] to the pub¬ 
lication of the manuscript “Evidence” deliv¬ 
ered by him to the defendant, and that the 
only actual damages which can be assessed, 
when allowed, are such as grow out of the 
manner of publication.’ That there ‘is no 
evidence of actual damage’ and ‘nothing 
shown in the sense of studied desire to injure 
the reputation of the plaintiff.’ The state¬ 
ments in the two volumes as to authorship, 
revising and editing of the different sections 
were strictly truthful. 

“Whatever unfair treatment [Chamber¬ 
layne] may have received during his employ¬ 
ment under the contract and afterwards by 
the manner in which his manuscript was pub¬ 
lished—and we are not to be understood as 
expressing any opinion as to whether or not 
there was any unfair treatment—we are satis¬ 
fied that he cannot recover in this action. 
The trial court erred, as we think, in giving 
too broad a construction to the former opin¬ 
ion of this court in Press Publishing Co. v. 
Monroe, 73 F. R. 196. 

“If the evidence warranted it, a party to 
such a contract as that above set forth might 
recover damages sustained by reason of the 
other party’s doing or omitting to do some¬ 
thing he had agreed to omit or to do. But 
[Chamberlayne] has elected not to sue upon 
the contract. If he has sustained damage be¬ 
cause his article has been published in a 
mutilated or altered form or with some mis¬ 
representation as to its authorship he may, if 
he can prove his allegations, recover in an 
action for libel. But this is not an action for 
libel t [Chamberlayne’s] counsel so states on 
page 2 of his brief. The whole theory of the 
case is that [Chamberlayne] has never parted 
with his literary property in the thirteen sec¬ 
tions and that therefore he can maintain ‘an 
action for trespass to literary property by the 
unwarranted, unauthorized and unlawful pub¬ 
lication of plaintiff’s manuscript without his 
consent.’ 

“The authority relied upon in support of 
this proposition is Press Publishing Company 
v. Monroe. In that case Miss Monroe had 
written a poem to be delivered at the dedica¬ 
tory exercises of the World’s Fair or Colum¬ 
bia Exposition in Chicago. Copies of the 
manuscript had been shown to members of 
the literary committee which had the matter 
in charge to enable them to determine 
whether or not the poem was worthy of the 
occasion. This of course did not operate as 
a publication. The committee approved her 
poem and agreed to pay her $1000 for the 
privilege of reading and publishing it on 
October 21, 1892, the date fixed for the dedi¬ 
cation exercises. The agreement between 
them is quite precisely evidenced by the fol¬ 
lowing document: 

“Received Chicago, the 23d day of Sep¬ 
tember, 1892, from the World’s Columbian 
Exposition, $1000, in full payment for ode 
composed by me. It is understood and 
agreed that said Exposition Company shall 
have the right to furnish copies for publica¬ 
tion to the newspaper press of the world and 
copies for free disposition if desired, and may 
also publish same in the official history of the 
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dedicatory ceremonies; and subject to the 
concession herein made, the author expressly 
reserves her copyright therein/ 

“The date fixed for dedication exercises 
was October 21. In some way or other, with¬ 
out the consent of Miss Monroe or the Ex¬ 
position Company, the New York World on 
September 23 secured a copy of the poem. It 
was notified that the poem was protected by 
copyright and publication was forbidden, but 
published it in full in its issue of September 
25, for which tortious act it was sued by Miss 
Monroe. This court held that by the plain 
language of the contract she had reserved to 
herself the common law as well as the statu¬ 
tory copyright; that the contract did not con¬ 
template a complete transfer of all rights to 
the committee; that all that was conveyed was 
the right to do certain things which, when 
done, would operate to prevent the taking out 
of statutory copyright and would destroy all 
right to restrain future piracy. 

“The contract in the case at bar is a very 
different one. [Chamberlayne] reserved to 
himself only the right to retain and make use 
of material and memoranda collected by him 
and to make use of any of his ideas provided 
such use shall not interfere with the copy¬ 
right of the article written and prepared by 
him for the company (Arts. 111 and xn) ; he 
agreed that the company should become the 
sole owner of the copyright of said article, 
when it was written and delivered; and sub¬ 
sequently he wrote and delivered ‘it. Under 
these circumstances he was not the owner of 
the literary property, nor entitled to maintain 
this suit for a trespass upon such property. 

“The judgment is reversed.” 


MERCHANTS' REDUCED RATES TO 
NEW YORK. 

The Merchants' Association of New 
York has received advice that, following the 
action taken last season, for the first time, 
the Rock Island-Frisco System has author¬ 
ized merchants’ rates to New York City for 
the spring 1909, from all points reached by its 
lines. The special rate will be a fare and 
one-half for the round trip. It will be in ef¬ 
fect on January 16 to 19, inclusive; January 
30 to February 2, inclusive ; February 11 to 
14, inclusive, and February 25 to 28, inclu¬ 
sive, with a 30-day return limit. 

The action of the Rock Island-Frisco Sys¬ 
tem is most important to New York. It will 
open up the territory of the Western Passen¬ 
ger Association—that vast section west of 
the Mississippi River out to Denver, north 
of St. Louis and Chicago—and the South¬ 
western Excursion Bureau jurisdiction—the 
States of Texas, Oklahoma, Louisiana, Ar¬ 
kansas, and that part of Missouri south of 
the Missouri River. 

With the action of the Rock Island-Frisco 
System, the discrimination against New York 
City in the matter of merchants’ rates from 
the West and Southwest is removed, as the 
special fares will apply to New York City as 
well as to Western trade centres, which have 
enjoyed the reduction for many years. 


To meet the competition of the Rock Island- 
Frisco System, which has announced mer¬ 
chants’ reduced rates to New York City for 
the spring, 1909, season, the principal rail¬ 
roads operating in the West and Southwest 
have authorized a special round trip rate of a 
fare and one-half for the Merchants’ Asso¬ 
ciation of New York meetings. 

Tickets, with the necessary return trip cer¬ 
tificate, on which certificate the reduction is 
granted, will be sold in the West and South¬ 
west on January 16 to 19, inclusive, January 
30 to February 2, inclusive, February 11 to 14, 
inclusive, and February 25 to 28, inclusive. 
The return limit on the certificate is thirty 
days, including the date of its issuance. 

In the Southwestern Excursion Bureau 
Territory, which covers the states of Texas, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas and that part of Mis¬ 
souri south of an imaginary line from St. 
Louis to Kansas City, the following railroads 
have already given notice that merchants’ 
rates will be in effect to New York City:

Western Passenger Association advices to 
the Merchants’ Association of New York are

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THE GERMAN BOOKTRADE. 

The new volume, for 1909, of the official 
directory of the German booktrade, formerly 
known as “Schulz’s Addressbuch,” having been 
originated by O. A. Schulz seventy-one years 
ago, published by the German Booktrade As¬ 
sociation at Leipzig, gives the addresses of 
12,264 publishers and booksellers, classified as 
follows: Publishers of miscellaneous books, 
3245; publishers of art works, 376; publishers 
of musical works, 490; retail booksellers, 
7154; dealers in art works, 157; dealers in 
musical works, 601; dealers in old books, 241. 

Of the publishers 3166 firms dispatch their 
publications via Leipzig. There are 7550 
booksellers who select their own stock, while 
only 358 firms accept the new books unso¬ 
licited, a system that was one almost the 
mainstay of the publishing trade. The mem¬ 
bership of the Borsenverein on October 30, 
1908, was 3442; the number of booksellers 
who are not members of the association but 
who adhere to its rules is 1642; those who 
adhered to the rules governing the trade in 
remainders numbered 874. 

There were established since the publica¬ 
tion of the 1908 volume 830 new firms; 444 
firms expired or withdrew their communica¬ 
tions with Leipzig: 801 firms changed hands, 
and 48 went into bankruptcy. 

Topographically the number of firms is dis¬ 
tributed over 2417 cities. Of these 1692 cities 
are in the German Empire (9548 firms;) 311 
are in Austro-Hungary (1075 firms;) 76 in 
Switzerland, (327 firms;) 229 in other Euro¬ 
pean States, (1033 firms;) 67 in America, 
(21c firms;) 16 in Africa, (24 firms;) 18 in 
Asia, .(37 firms;) and 8 in Australia, (10 
firms.) 

Next year the firm of J. G. Cotta, in Stutt- 
garr, will celebrate its 250th anniversary. The 
Konigliche Regierungs-Buchruckerei in Stral- 
sund will be 150 years old; twelve firms will 
celebrate their centennial and forty-four will 
celebrate their golden anniversary. 

ADVANCE IN VALUES OF RARE 
BOOKS. 

“A library of rare books regarded in its 
lowest aspect, as a financial investment,” says 
the New York Tribune , “is certainly worth 
having, if the Amherst sale is a criterion. It 
said that on every one of the more important 
books a large advance was made. The first 
volume of the Mazarin Bible, for. example, 
which brought £2050, realized at the Gosford 
sale in 1884 only £500—in comparison a small 
sum. The fine copy of the Block Book, which 
also brought £500 when it appeared at Lord 
Crawford’s sale in 1887, realized four times 
as much for Lord Amherst. Crawford, by 
the way, was present at the Amherst sale and 
witnessed the astonishing leap in the value of 
one of his old possessions. The strange and 
amusing episodes of a great book auction are 
many, but it is doubtful if the public rivalry 
of purchasers is half as exciting as the pri¬ 
vate pursuit of a desired book. It is related 
of the old ambassador, Van de Weyer, that 
he was staying in an English country house 


when, on a Sunday morning, a bookseller’s 
catalogue chanced to reach him. In it he dis¬ 
covered an extremely valuable book, absurdly 
priced at ten shillings. No grass grew under 
the feet of that collector. He explained to 
his ducal host that urgent business called him 
to London, and he appeared at the bookshop 
next morning as soon as the doors were 
opened. He did not make the mistake of 
asking at once for the treasure, but, first buy¬ 
ing several other books, drifted casually into 
the coveted purchase, and carried them all off 
under his arm. What joy! One day he saw 
the bookseller again, who asked, ‘What was 
the book which your excellency bought here ? 
You had hardly gone when the post came in 
and brought me half a dozen orders for it.’ ” 


MARK TWAIN MAKES A MONOPOLY 
OF HIMSELF. 

The Mark Twain Company, of New York, 
capital $5000, organized to secure to the au¬ 
thor and his family all rights in the name or 
pen-name “Mark Twain,” filed articles of in¬ 
corporation on December 23 at Albany, N. Y., 
with the Secretary of State. The directors 
are Samuel L. Clemens, Clara L. Clemens, 
Jean L. Gemens, Isabel V. Lyon, of Redding, 
Conn., and Ralph W. Ashcroft, of New York. 
Mr. Clemens, referring to the Mark Twain 
Company, said to a New York Tribune re¬ 
porter that it was organized for the sole pur¬ 
pose of keeping for the benefit of the family 
the pen-name of “Mark Twain.” R. W. Ash¬ 
croft, his secretary, said that he considered 
that name a valuable asset, and that the direc¬ 
tors thought that by forming this corporation 
they would.be able to protect themselves from 
pirate publishers, and also from persons who 
might want to use the name on cigars, etc. 


THE LIBRARIE BEAUCHEMIN OF 
MONTREAL. 

The Ltbrarie Beauchemjn, one of the 
largest publishing, bookselling, printing and 
stationery concerns in Canada, will shortly 
consolidate its business in enlarged quarters 
at 81 St. James Street, Montreal. Throughout 
the Province of Quebec and the New England 
States, according to the Canadian Bookseller 
and Stationer , this firm practically does the 
largest business in many lines, while in the 
English trade they show a gratifying increase 
from firms desiring French publications, their 
numerous religious articles of a useful nature, 
and their many specialties in stationery. 

The firm was established in 1842 by C. O. 
Beauchemin, the father of the present presi¬ 
dent, and has made extraordinary strides, es¬ 
pecially during the last twenty years. Five 
years ago the company was incorporated as 
a limited company with L. J. O'. Beauchemin 
as president: Emilieu Daoust, vice-president ; 
Etienne Roby, secretary. Three years ago 
the firm acquired a controlling interest in the 
book firm of Cadieux & Derome, and’ have 
increased the stock considerably under the 
management of Mr. Roby. 

As publishers of French books of a scien¬ 
tific and popular nature, as well as plays,

they are prominent. “1 he People’s Almanac, 
one of their yearly publications, has a circu¬ 
lation of 80,000, which gives some idea of the 
extent of the field of French publications.

The president, C. O. Beauchemm, confines 
his activities to the printing end of the busi¬ 
ness, as well as looking after matters of 
finance. The vice-president, E. Daoust, has 
been with the firm since 1881, and has seen 
service in all departments.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Dr. Thomas Gray, vice-president of the 
Rose Polytechnic Institute, died on Decem¬ 
ber 19, at Terre Haute, Ind. Dr. Gray was 
born in Lcchgelly, Scotland, February 4, 1850, 
and was the author of “Directions for Seis- 
mological Observations” in the British Ad¬ 
miralty, “Manual of Scientific Inquiry and 
of articles on telegraphs and telephones 111 
the “Encyclopedia Britannica,” and of many 
papers on scientific and engineering subjects. 

Major Orlando Jay Smith, founder and 
president of the American Press Association, 
died on December 20, at Dobbs Ferry, N . 
Major Smith was born in 1842 in Vigo 
County, Md., and after being graduated from 
Asbury College, now De Pauw University, 
served in the Sixteenth Indiana Infantry and 
in the Sixth Indiana Cavalry, in the Federal 
Army, during the war between the states. 
From 1869 until 1879 he was editor and pub¬ 
lisher of The Terre Haute Mail, and of The 
Chicago Express from 1879 until 1882 In 
the latter year he founded the American Press 
Association. He was the author of 1 he 
Coming Democracy,” “A Short View of Great 
'Questions,” “Eternalism, Balance and 
“The Agreement Between Science and Re¬ 
ligion.” 


J. W. Jarvis, well known to Shakepeanan 
scholars and to dealers in old books both 
here and in England, died recently at Ilford, 
Eng. Mr. Jarvis, with his son, J. W. Yorke 
Jarvis, for a time cataloguer for George D. 
Smith, of New York City, was for some years 
in business in Charing Cross, London, as 
dealers in rare books, principally Shakespear- 
iana, and published some interesting items, 
such as “Downe’s Roscius Anglicanus,” ed¬ 
ited by Joseph Knight, Butler’s edition of 
“Arden of Faversham,” J. Huntley Mc¬ 
Carthy’s edition of Wharton’s “Wits and 
Beaux and Queens of Society,” Hazlitt’s 
“Jocular Literature,” etc. Mr. Jarvis was a 
frequent contributor to Notes and Queries, 
The Athenceum, and wrote a quaint little vol¬ 
ume, “Musee-Phusee Glyptie,” a book of Jot¬ 
tings about Stratford-on-Avon and Else¬ 
where.” 


BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

The Church Library Association, Cam¬ 
bridge, Mass., has again issued a “List of 
Books Recommended for Sunday-school and 
Parish Libraries” which should be helpful 
also to dealers in this kind of literature.

Persons who would make use of 
these catalogues may send their names to the 
secretary of the Church Library Association, 
Cambridge, Mass., who will gladly add such 
names to the mailing list. No charge is made 
for the catalogues and lists, but voluntary 
contributions of twenty-five cents and up¬ 
wards for the catalogue and ten cents and 
upwards for the lists would ensure the con¬ 
tinuance of the w'ork by meeting the expense 
of printing and mailing.

They 
also announce for early publication the poems 
of Arthur Christopher Benson, collected in 
one volume; a biography of Gilbert K. Ches¬ 
terton, and a new book by the author of “In 
a Tuscan Garden,” entitled “Under Petraia.” 
The biography of Chesterton will be illus¬ 
trated from several photographs of the au¬ 
thor of “Heretics,” “Orthodoxy,” etc. 

The Confederate Museum, Richmond, Va., 
has published, in a limited edition of 1000 
copies, a valuable contribution to Southern 
history, entitled “A Calendar of Confederate 
Papers, with a Bibliography of Some Con¬ 
federate Publications, Preliminary Report of 
the Southern Historical Manuscripts Com¬ 
mission, prepared under the direction of the 
Confederate Memorial Literary Society,” by 
Douglass Southall Freeman. The Southern 
Historical Society, in order to carry on 
more extensively its research work, estab¬ 
lished the Southern Historical Manuscripts 
Commission. This volume is the first 
brought out by the commission, and the 
manuscripts entered are manuscripts already 
collected by the Society and now in the 
Confederate Museum. The form of calen¬ 
dar-entry has followed closely the model 
suggested by the American Historical Asso¬ 
ciation, which is now generally accepted 
by students. Dates have been supplied when¬ 
ever possible. Papers are grouped in sec¬ 
tions under a specific title and each section is 
prefaced by a brief statement, giving the gen¬ 
eral content of the papers. Part two con- 
tains. a “Bibliography of Some Confederate 
Publications in the Confederate Museum.” 

The Johns Hopkins Press, Baltimore, will 
bring out in December a volume entitled 
“The Adoption of the Fourteenth Amend¬ 
ment,” by Horace Edgar Flack. In this vol¬ 
ume the author has made an exhaustive study, 
based upon contemporaneous sources of in¬ 
formation, of the motives and aims of those 
who drafted and ratified the Fourteenth 
Article of Amendment to the United States 
Constitution. The work will be of great in¬ 
terest both to the historian and' to the con¬ 
stitutional lawyer. To the historian it offers 
the most complete account as yet prepared of 
the circumstances leading up to this most im¬ 
portant political event. To the constitutional 
lawyer it presents an analysis of the objects 
sought to be accomplished by those who 
framed and ratified the Amendment, and thus 
furnishes a means for determining in how 
far these objects have been recognized and 
given effect to by the courts. The study be¬ 
gins with an account of the congressional 
legislation preceding the Amendment, es¬ 
pecially of the Freedmen’s Bureau and Civil 


Rights Acts. The history of the Amendment 
before Congress, before the people, and be¬ 
fore the states, is then considered in succes¬ 
sive chapters, and the work completed with 
an examination of the congressional inter¬ 
pretation of the Amendment as shown in the 
legislation enacted in pursuance of the au¬ 
thority conceived to have been derived' from 
its provisions. 

The American Baptist Publication So¬ 
ciety has been unusually active this year in 
preparing books for their special constituency, 
which numbers between four and five million 
people, many of which have appealed strongly 
to readers of every denomination. Before 
the year closes they will add to their list 
“Heart Thoughts,” a volume of papers by 
Mrs. H. B. Folk, mother of the Governor of 
Missouri, bound in heart color, showing a 
picture of the writer’s beautiful home; “Sane 
Evangelism,” by Dr. W. Wistar Hamilton, a 
real contribution to the subject now occupying 
so much attention; and the same author has 
collaborated with Rev. Mr. Coelmen, of Dal¬ 
las, and the gospel singer, E. O. Excell, in 
preparing the sacred song book, “The Evan¬ 
gel.” The third and fourth volumes in the 
very popular Pacific Series, by Edwin James 
Houston, will be entitled “In Captivity in the 
Pacific” and “The Harding School in the 
Land of the Cannibals.” “The Baptist Hand¬ 
book for 1909” is also nearly ready, and from 
its pages will be taken and published separ¬ 
ately “Prayer-Meeting Topics,” prepared by 
W. H. Geistweist in separate card form. Of 
great use to all Sunday-schools will be “A 
Trip to Palestine,” a handsome colored chart 
on which is shown a map of the United 
States, the Atlantic Ocean, Europe, the Med¬ 
iterranean Sea and Palestine. Lines indicate 
a trip from New York to Palestine. The 
chart is to be used to attract scholars to the 
schools. They are to embark in two ships, 
and colored buttons are to be given out as 
prizes for those who reach Palestine first ac¬ 
cording to the rules.
